Infant  Mortality 


nineteen  deaths  of  infants  undtP  on*- 
year  are  registered,  as  oonpr.red  with  fourteen  of  the 
year  previous;  t.his  indicate®,  an  increase  of  nearly 
forty  per  thousand  of  children  born. 

In  1917  the  mortality  was  162  and  in  1918  was  140 
per  thousand  Births.  From  1916  the  ratios  aro  88- 
102-  140, 

The  influenza  epidemic  was  contributory  and  whether 
\7ar  effects  and  the  absence  of  the  male  population 
had  anything  to  do  with  domestic  and  family  negligence, 
one  can  only  surmise.  Indifferent  nursing  and 
attention,  Maternity  negligence,  perhaps  also  Pood 
difficulties  may  have  contributed  somewhat  to 
infant  mortality. 

Health  Visiting 


Mrs.  Gray,  the  Health  Visitor,  reports 
having  made  1,150  visits  to  infants  and,  to  children 
from  1 to  5 years  of  age  1668  visits.  Expectant 
mothers  visited  were  136,  V/o  must  expect  that  some 
good  v/ill  accrue  in  this  category  of  worl:  and;  more 
perhaps  if  notice  was  taken  of  the  in.structions  given 
both  as  regards  nursing,  feeding,  pj:id  attention  to 
Maternity „ 

The  necessity  to  follow  work  for 
livelihood, ma,y  detract  somewhat  from  successful 
results,  in  haternity  and  Child  l/elfare.

The  preyalonoe  of  the  illness  of  . oanlos 
occurred  during  the  summer  of  1918,  when  upv/p.rds 
of  on©  hundred  oases  vrere  notified«  Fortunately 
there  wp,s  no  mortality  from  the  epidemic,  so  v;o 
must  conclude,  that  the  op.ses-  v/ero  of  a mild 
nature,  and  that  the  measures  adopted  vrere 
successful .. 

I'b?,  Dixon,  the  Ganitary  Inspector,  reports 
upon  the  disinx’eotion  of  73  rooms,  at  the  houses 
v/hore  measles  had  occurred.  Also,  v^ith  regard 
to  ot.her  infectious  illnesses,  "printed  ej:id 
verbal  instructions  were  tj;ivon  to  persons  in 
chp-rge  of  patients,  disinfectant  supplied,  to

Food  though  Vvas  not  plentiful  and  economy 
had  to  bo  oxeroisod.  frozen  meat  uas  not  ar^prociated 
e.nd  prices  wore  inflnhed,  hil]’:  trouble  s.lso  ovolvod 
from  the  state  of  affairs ; supply  dimiHished;  cattle 
and  their  food  Yfa,s  soaroe.  and  prices  of  mil]:  vrnnt  up. 
The  situation  uas  relieved  by  tinned  a,nd  other  forms 
of  milk  imiTorted;  the  trouble  hov/ever  continued,  to 
the  detriment  of  the  feeding  of  young  children  and 
invalids.  There  has  been  a genereh  tendency  to 
profiteer  in  all  gradr.s  of  food  business  and,, 
people  have  gone  short  or  without  proper  food  rather 
the/n  suffer  iiaposit icu.-  Ihcrtage  of  butter;  Ma,rgax* ino 
Sugar ^ o'ams,.  also  wo.s  ovidont,  and  bacon,  Pori:;. 

02i--ese  \Tore  of  inferior  quality.  Pish  appeared  to 
be  in  demand  at  most  trlmeS;  the  pric-. ■ however  v/as  of 
a profitoering  ciiaraoter,  but  x^eopie  TDref erred  it  to 
frozen  meat-,  Vogetsibles  v/ere  faii'ly  well  siippliod; 
potatoes  showed  well  j.n  nuantity  and.  quality.  o.nd 
no  doubt  many  lived  on  potatoes  vrith  Da-con^,  or 
Hexi  T/hori  it  could  be  got ,

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Farms , Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 


Relating  to  Farms,  Dairies  and 
Cowsheds y there  are  no  evidences  of  imoloanliness  or 
inattention, but  notices  were  served  to  put  all  in  good 
order  by  linewash  and  the  removal  of  nuisances  when  found". 
This  portion  of  Sanitary  worl:  is  important,  for  on  the 
supply  of  un-contaninated  milh,  depend  to  a great  degree, 
the  lessoned  mortality  of  Infants  and  children. 

In  my  opinion  there  is  not  that  care  talcen,  in 
the  milking,  and  in  transit,  that  there  might  be|  and 
even  after  delivery  most  people  are  careless  in  preventing 
contamination,  ililk  is  a very  easily  decomposed  food,  when 
subject  to  impure  atmosphere  and  dirt,  and  gives  rise  to 
various  disep.ses  to  the  bowels  and  fevers.  All  mill: 
should  be  strained  or  filtered,  through  wet  muslin  folds 
to  remove  the  contamination, of  dust,  scaly  deposits,  and 
cow  hairs  and  particles  of  dung. 

Croneral  Aspoct  of  the  town. 


Upon  inspection  and  survey,  the 
cleanly  appearance  of  the  roads  and  principal  streets  is 
d0lii:^tful.  Also  the  bach,  and  smaller  streots  are  fairly 
satisfactory.  It  is  imperative  for  good  health  that  all 
householders  should  give  attention,  to  the  cloanlinoss 
of  premises  and  avoid  the  accumulation  of  unnecessary 
rubbish  In  back  yards.  Also  where  dogs  and  other  animals 
are  kopt  there  should  be  constant  supervision.  The 
origin  of  many  illnesses  nay  bo  traced  to  filth  and 
during  the  warmer  months  free  flushtlng  and  swilling  of 
back  premises  should  be  had  recourse  to. 

Health  and  the  Park. 


The  greet  benefit  as  a local  health 
resort,  afforded  by  the  neat  well  kept  little  Park  ought 
to  be  talcon  advantage  of  by  the  inliabitants;  particularly 
invalids.  The  seating  accomodation  for  invalids  night  be 
improved  and  increased  by  deck,  or  hantiock-chairs,  hired 
at  a snail  charge  by  those  desiring  the  sane.  Patients 
recovering  from  illnesses  V7ill  find  them  more  comfortable 
be  able  to  move  to  plo.oes  of  benefit  for  air  and 
sunshine  as  well  as  shade.  The  immense  benefit  from 
fresh  air  and  sunshine  cannot  be  too  highly  valued  in 
the  recovery  from  ilnoss,  and  in  the  naintenence  of 
good  health.  A few  hours  during  the  summer  months  in  the 
Park  v/ould  afford  a pleasant  change  for  the  worker,  v/ho 
is  confined  In  close  workplaces  or  houses  with  stifling 
surroundings .
